The little child may be fear- 
less because he i.s not aware of the dan- 
ger; it' is for this reason that children 
learn to swim, skate, ride :i wheel or 
perform any -other -feat requiring cour- 
age.'PO.'much1 sooner than an adult. The 
adult who takes i-omiset »f his fears can- 
liofc perform the feat well.

overconics his fear can perform the feai. 
"The man who overcomes Iiis fear of dan- 
ger of any sort is said lo lie roiira^eon-s.

"who noBsossos real conra'je IS f t l l l v aware 
of all tlie- perilous conditions in their 
full force and apprehend* the danger, hut 
realizes also thai it is his duty to face 
it. 
Pennine ci»ura;:c is- quite distinct 


from the liriivado which is tint afraid 
because it is not intelligent. True conr- 
upc is to be dist injniishod from tin- false. 
•swaggering' kind. True courage is mod- 
est anil shrink-! 
from 
publicity 
and 


praise. Like all other high, noble Duali- 
ties. it; seems hardly aware of its own 
existence. 


The spontaneous presence 
»f 
mind 


which manifests itself at the instant of 
actual danger is only one kind of cour- 
njre. Often one would nut 'throw himself 
into the water or .flumes to save another's 
life is he thought about the matter for 
five miputcs licftirc hand. 
He simply 


obeys a sudden impulse and does not 
consider that he is risking his own life. 
That is courage, to he sure, lint there is 
another, deeper and more Insting variety 
which is capable of considering, planning 
and carrying out a long continued line 
of good work and which by constant e\- 
ercise becomes n permanent quality of 
character.

false standard of honor.

With a little time, care and the dis- 


play of a little ingenuity, it is possible 
to make your own girdles al far less 
expense than if they were bought ready 
made. A very handsome bellrope girdle 
can be 
fashioned ly 
twisting 
three 


strands of tine silk cord togelher unlil 
they arc closely and evenly matched. 
Around each end wrap waxed thread, 
sewing it securely through the ends -to 
hold them so there will be no danger of 
slipping or fraying out. 
A silk tnssel 


finishes each end. and the girdle is 
passed around the waist line of the 
gown and knotted in front or at the 
side. They should be 2% yards long. 


Jlonk's girdles «re made much in the 


same' way. but with these Ihe cord may 
be plaited or twisted, and the ends, in- - 
stead of beingx finished with tassels, are 
lied in large knots. Use a heavier cord 
for the monk's girdle. 


Silk, wool or cotton braid, plaited and 


finished with fringed ends, makes pretty 
girdles. 


Any of these can be made of cord that 


matches the costume of two or three 
different shades. 


Black combined with bright colors is 


attractive. Gold and silver cord, single 
or combined, is lovely for girdles on 
evening frocks. 
These arc made by 


plaiting, ur twistinjt strands of cord and 
finishing wilh fringed or lasieled ends. 


Flat, braid girdles arc cqnually fash- 


ionable. 


Three yards of broad, flat, braid, 


matching or contrasting with the cos- 
tume, have fringed ends. This is very 
effective when tied in a smnl flat bow 
having two long ends falling to Hie hem 
of the gown on the left side of the front.

him. The very trouble with the boy is 
that his'1 mjither has b'een plea.ding with 
him and for him all his life—instead of 
spanking him,1' says Judge AA 
Tilliam C. 


AVait, of the superior court of Boston. 


"That mother," continued the udge, 


"has never lhade her boy mind. She has 
been doing -what he told her all his life. 
Some people think whipping a child is 
degrading, and nerhaps it is, but it's not 
more degrading than having the child 
brought into court for larceny. 


"American fathers and mothers are too 


weak. Most of the boys that come into 
court are the sons of respectable par- 
ents. Only, they've been loosely brought 
up. 
That is, they get 'out with the 


gang,' and their parents—like -many 
American , parents—don't 
bring 
them 


round sharply. The boys get to drink- 
ing, and then into the courts. 
In a 


great many cases it is the respectable 
but weak parents who are really respon- 
sible for the downfall of their children. 
- "Since 9ctober there have been about 
1.500 cases on the list, and I think not 
less-than 1,000 of these are of young 
people under thirty. An astonishingly 
large number are seventeen, eighteen or 
nineteen. 


"I do not know positively, but iriy he- 


lief is that the boys of Boston are get- 
ting worse instead of better. 
This is 


because there is less chance for them to 
work. Lack of work-is the whole root 
of the 'bad boy' problem. 
If society 


could inspire boys with a desire to work: 
the puzzle would be solved. «But the boy 
gets out on street comers and gets fond 
of loafing. 
Eecently the labor unions 


passed a set of resolutions because I said 
they were taking a,wa> the hoys' chances 
of starting in to learn a trade. 
But 


labor unions, whatever good they may 
accomplish, do. shut out beginner? and 
"so lessen the hoys' opportunities for em- 
ployment. 


"Seventeen out of twenty boys who 


come before me are not really bad, and 
society could save them. 
But society 


doesn't save them. A hoy pleads guilty 
to some offense. 
AVhat has society got 


for that boy? AVell, it's got prisons and 
reformatories. 
"I should like to see a system of 


farms for the hoys that are brought into 
court. T don't mean places where a lot 
of these hoys are se.nt all together, but 
a list of farms to which ft judge could 
send a boy and he sure he would receive 
good and wise treatment. 
He ought to 


be entire.ly separated from boys of his 
own kind, nnd there, shouldn't he, more 
than two or three other boys on the 
farm, if there nre any 
others. 
The; 


farmer who took charge of the boy would 
have to feel a true affection for him. or 
the work wouldn't, help much. 
Affection 


is what n.'boy of that sort needs, pro- 
vided it, is the right, kind of nffcetion. 


"Then, out >" the country, far re- 


moved from old companions and 
old 


temptations: let the boy set to work. 
You ask. :0o»M society provide the in- 
spiration to employment?' 


"Well, we all enjoy loafiing, just n* 


the boy enjoys it. Any one who lacks 
the play spirft is mentally deficient. Hut 
there comes a time when each of in is 
willing to work, would a little rather 
work than not. There is the 'inspira- 
tion.' The boy will .get that desire for 
work, if the work is such that will ap- 
peal to him. He will enjoy it. and per- 
form it. if it is not presented to him as 
mere punishment or 'reform.' If he sees 
that he gets something in return _for it, 
some strengthening of character, for ex- 
ample, he wilt work willingly. 


"A boy se«ms to look on a policeman 


as a natural enemy. This feeling is not 
lessened when the hoy commits larccny 
or some other offense and an 
officer 


takes him into court. In the court room, 
it is extremely hard to convince him 
that the judge and the officers and every- 
one else are not his sworn fo«s. So. of 
course, when the judge sends him to ,a 
reformatory that boy is generally not in 
a mood to be reformed. It is extremely 
hard to combat this feeling of his and 
convince him that you are trying to give 
him aid. 
. 
"• - 


• "It isn't natural, either, for a police 
officer to. feel much love for a gang of 
boys that has made his life a torment 
for months. Oh. there's a great deal to 
he said on" the officer's side! 
I asked 


one policemo.n if he felt any resentment 
toward a certain offender whom I in- 
tended to put on probation. The officer 
said he .had not, and added: 
Ife will 


probably keep straight, but if he doesn't 
we'll soon have him back here again.' 
I said: 
'AVell, don't tell him that or it 


will spoil everything. 
If you're looking 


at it that way you're going to have the 
boy back here awfully soon.' 
AVlien a 


boy is put on probation he feels every 
officer's eye is on linn, and every officer 
is waiting to catch him in a 
misde,-

So if I could only have some place^-a 
quiet farm, for instance—to send such « 
boy it'would probably he the saving of 
him. 


"There are fewer women 
offenders 


than men. But it is unfortunately true 
that women and girls who come into 
court are less corrigible than men aW 
boys. 
There are more men seeking to 


ruin women than men. Then, too, offi- 
cers are apt to deal more, leniently with 
Women than with men, and so.the women 
and girls don't get into court until they 
have gone a little farther downward 
ftiaii moat, of the men and boya who ge't 
into court. A woman has a harder timo 
of it when she 'tries to reform than a 
man has.

The longest and most thrilling minute I ever 


•—* passed was on the Cascade range of moun- 


tains in the State of Washington. 


I was on a sketching trip In the Northwest, ob- 


serving the traits and the habits of wild animals for 
use in my work as a sculptor. 


go far as form is concerned, one may find -in a zoo- 


logical park or In a menagerie models which well 
serve his purpose. Only, by observing the creatures of 
the wild In their native surroundings, however, can the 
sculptor portray .those subtle qualities which are so 
essential to a true interpretation of the way* of the 


world of beasts. 


My guide was a stujrdy youth of eighteen named 


. Martin, and although young he had bad considerable 


experience as a mountain climber. We travelled in 
as light climbing order as possible. 
Our suits were 


of khaki, light In-weight but strong and stout. We 
j 


wore leggln*, and our shoes were covered on the soles 
with (projecting spikes and cl.itnps, which would .en- 
able us to get a firm foothold us we climbed. I car- 
ried a revolver in a bolster strapped to my side, while 
tb« sketching outfit, containing board, brushes anil 
paint*, wns in a thin case which was strapped to my 
back like a knapsack. Martin carried a rope, an Ice " 
axe nnd provisions. ' 


We started In our ^ascent of one of the tallest 


peaks one bright winter morning to make our way 
to "a realm of snow and Ice. 
Although we were 


ascending nt what might be termed the rear of the 
mountain,, the climbing wns arduous and often .pain- 
fully slow. The summits of the Cascades are always 
•crowned with white, and even In the fall of the 


. year the sides are in glistening coverings. Half way 


to the top we worked our way up the slippery steeps 
•among the clouds, which hung* like bands upon the 


purplish crags. 


It IS one of rhe wonders of nature tbat goats are 


able to beep so secure a footing'upon what seem :o 


*. men inaccessible perpendicular' heights. 
We could 


tee them at times leaping with case from one ledge 
.to another1, although in the distance even the narrow 


- helds which they had found were not visible. 


As one essays'these pathways himself he gains some 


Idea of the agility and fearlessness of these wonderful 
creatures. Even they, however, are likely to err r.r.« 
to miscalculate their dtstances,,althougb that is rare. 
.We bad started at seven o'clock in tne morning and at 
tiroes we crawled so slawly toward the regions of mist 
ana snow tbat it seemed as If we should never 
reach them. The air was cold and bracing, but for all 
that we were In a glow, and the blood tingled in »ur 
reins from the exercise. Beyond us were the sheer 
sliffs, which, in the distance, loomed as great walls, 
with here and there a light patch, which suddenly ap- 
peared to be endowed-with life and shifted its position 
in the twinkling of an eye—a goat changing its' foot- 


hold. 
' 


:"" For the most part, however, we had little time to 


watch the capers of our fellow climbers, for we had to 


" 
eoncentrate our attention at every turn o^the prob- 
lems of ascent. • The mountain streams were covered 
with masks of fee and snow, which arched Iike; bridges 
over the beds of torrents. Here we had to proceed 
with the Utmost caution, for a misstep would have 
caused us to fall into the gorge, "and after that a rolling 
descent of hundreds of feet would have marked the 
close of the expedition. Often we cut steps into the 
Ice which veiled the rocks, hollowing out places where 
we could place our feet, after the manner of Arctic 
fltplorers; 


Upon the Tottering Bowlder. 


This was painfully slow work, and under any other 


conditions it would have been a task which I should 


:'' tiot have cared much to undertake. Mountain climbing 


lo the Cascades is difficult atO. Exciting work enough. 
After cutting a foothold in the glasslike surface we 
balanced ourselves, cut one Immediately above it ,in 
the slightly sloping side, and then swung ourselves 
to the nest notch in this quest of "atmosphere." 
Cer- 


tainly there was atmosphere of all kinds In that re- 
gion. At several points we worked our way upward 


• 
by these comphilionways of Ice along the steep 
.which In the distance would seem inaccessible nnd im- 
penetrable to uian. 
v 
i 


Then came a large expanse where there was only. 


the dark surface of the earth and rock—nn almost 


' 
oerD<w<Ucular ascent it seemed, but one which n 


would have essayed with ease. Martin went ahead, 
leading the way at this point, and he went nimbly 
enough. As 1 was making my way in this region I 
clasped with my arms* bowlder which was projecting 
from the mountain side. It may have been there for 
ages, for aught I know, balancing insecurely there, 
with nothing to'disturb its equilibrium. It needed 
only my weight to disturb the status of things. 
As I 


rested, my hands upon it I felt the rock give aud sway 


beneath me. 


I suppose that. I acted largely from instinct. The 


moment I felt that peculiar vibration of this half ton 
fragment of stone 1 threw myself upon it, face down, 
and so placed my body over its edge that 1 was able 
to stay there for a moment, holding myself to the stoue 
by pressing its sharp edge up into my lower ribs. This 
left my hands free, and as quickly as I could'I grasped 
another projecting rock and drew myself over to^ it. 


The bowlder from which my weight had been re- 


moved stirred, paused for a moment, then slipped 
from its resting place and weut plunging down the 
mountainside. It woke the echoes in its swift de- 
scent and tore its way ovcr'nnaccustomed ways, and 
smaller stones, fragments of ice and debris,' dislodged 
by its passage, followed more slowly in its flight. 
From the comparatively secure footing which 1 had 
gained I worked myself up to a region of safety. 


We gained the top of the mountain at noon after 


a Eve hours' climb and sat down to rest to feast our 
eyes upon the glorious panorama and, what was more 
materially important, to feed our famished stomachs. 


There was a flock of goats at the top of the moun- 


tain, and after luncheon we spent an hour or so in 
watching them., I made several sketches. Then, as 
we were in need of fresh meat. I killed one of them 
with my revolver. ,We started back to our camp in 
the valley, proceeding along the top of the mountain, 
intending to'go back by the same way in which we 
had come. I was in the lead and behind 'me, a few

the horrors Of that swift descent, vet my senses at 
the same time were strung to the tension of alertness. 
The slope -was uneven aud rockj, and I bounced from 
one hard projection to another. I flung out my arms 
and legs 1" either direction to stay what seemed the 
Inevitable. 


The body of the goat, although it bad been the first 


to slip, strangely enough slid down more slowly than 
my own. Being lighter than I was and a dead, limp 
mass, it must hare found occasional lodgement in hol- 
lows until again started on its course.

Then again I flung all my strength into perfecting 


escape. 
I shifted my grasp of the bush. 
I was 


able to face the mountain nnd slowly dragged my- 
self to the bush. It was lirm enough to hold me, 
and I fluns my legs over it aud rested. 


Martin, who was the custodian of .the tackle, threw 


the slender rope to me, and by its aid I scrambled' 
to the crest of the towering height 


I was saved. 
After that the story is soon told. We proceeded 


down the mountain by ths way we had -ome, and 
at dusk we picked up the* body of the goat. 
Its 


horns had beeu broken off and its bones, as we after- 
ward found, were bundles of splinters. 


That night I counted seventeen black aud blue 


bruises on my body and smiled over every one as 
the sign of my escape from the peril of the Cascades.

by the Huge^CvUed Monster Until * Fusillade of Bullets Drove It Off to Die

• HAVE been asked many times about tne frequency 
I of snakes in the swampy forest region* of the 
I Amazon, but have not Had an occasion to relate my 
I personal experience with these, partly because I 


bare been awaiting the arrival of the- skm of the 


snake that I am going to make the sutoject of this 
article, and partly because there is always some scep- 
ticism displayed in the acceptance of snake stories, 
It these have-not been analyzed .and discussed by men 


"who know." 


During my one year stay In the wilderness of the 


Amazon I met a man who was a Brazilian and who 
had managed ,to live for thirty-eigl* years In the 
Amazon region. He had seen more of tne animal life 
in the forests than most men ever succeed in seeing, 
but declared that he had never seen a large boa con- 
strictor. He did by no means dispute their-existcnce, 
even in the very neighborhood where he then lived, 
besides he had no particular interest In looking for 
animals, which is easily understood. 


It took me seven ^months' search, spent in the mid- 


dle of the jungles, to reach this gonl of my hopes and 
anticipations, and then my dreams were so fully real- 
ized that for months afterward I retained the effects 
of the dreadful event, enacted so far away from hu- 
man beings, in .the silence of the-humid, fever-laden 


night 


It has .of ten been asserted that a snafcc will charm 


Its victim at the moment of encounter. It sounded 
to me like a nursery tale, but when I came to live 
among these sons of the forest,.learned their manner 
of thinking and living, I respected their words and 
never had an occasion to mistrust their statements, 
which scorned Incredible nt flrst, but later experi- 
ences wonld always corroborate their truth. 


I will therefore relate an experience which will lead 


up to a fuller comprehension of my personal encounter 
with one of these much disputed and -dreaded giant 
snakes. I was then living at a large rubber estate 
jailed Florcsta, on the upper Itccoahy River In north- 
west Brazil, about twenty-eight hundred miles from 
the mouth of the great Amazon River. The forests 
were practically virgin, Interspersed with pathways 
for the use of the rubber workers, who would fre- 
quently meet tapirs and Jaguars only a few yards 
outside their huts, and therefore never ventured out 
without their .44 Winchesters; neither would they on 
Saturday nights leave their huts by canoe to go to 
tho headquarters, some distance awayvon the Iteconhy 
River, without being well prepared for eventual meet- 
ings with the animals ofthe surrounding forests.' 


Jos6 Pcrrolra, a rubber worker, had left hcad- 


ijuarters after having given his weekly report on 
the extracted rubber, and was now paddling his 
canoe at a good rate down the stream, expecting to 
reach his hut before midnight. Reaching a recess in 
the banks, formed by the confluence of a small creek 
called "Igarape do Inferno," <fr the "Creek of Hell," 
he thought that he had heard the noise of some 
game; probably a deer or a tapir, drinking the 


• 
water, and he silently took his canoe to the bank, 
where he fastened it to a branch, at the same time 
holding his rifle in readiness. However,' as he did 
lot see anything, he returned to the cnuoe and coii- 
tinued on his way down the stream. 


Hardly more than ten yards away from this spot 


he stopped and listened. He could hear nothing but 
the distant roar of a bowling monkey—this he was 
used to hearing on his nightly trips—no! it was sorne- 


. . thing that he was not used to, hExcould not>all it a 


sound, it was -something that called him to the spot 
ou the bank that he had left but a few minutes ago. 
He fastened his canoe again to the same branch aud 
crept up to the same place, feeling very uneasy and 
uncomfortable, but he saw nothing that could alarm 
him, nothing that-he could draw the bead of his rifle 
on, but ydt there was something. , For the second- 
time, did he leave this spot without being able to ac- 
count for the mysterious force that dragged him to 
this gloomy, moonlit place on the dark, treacherous 
bank. 


Mysteriously Drawn Back.- 


In setting out in the stream again he decided to 


•ght off the uncanny, unexplalnable feeling that had 
. called him back, hut scarcely at a stone's throw'froin 
tbe bank he felt the same desire to return to-the place ' 
—'a desire that he had never before experienced—but 
he returned and looked and meditated over the Thing 
that he did not understand. 


He had not drunk cachasa that day and was con- 


sequently-quite sober; he had not had fever for two 


/ 
weeks and was in tho best of health, physically as

n'ell as mentally; he had nevet indulged so much in 
the dissipations of civilization that his nerves hud 
•Dee.il affected; ho had lived all his life in these sur- 
roundings and knew not fear from man or beast. And 
now this splendid type of manhood, free and unbound 
in his thoughts and unprejudiced by^superstitions, 
broke down completely and hid his face in his hands,, 
gobbing like a child afraid of ghosts in n dark room. 
He had been called to this spot three, times without 
knowing the cause—and now as the mysterious force 
had attracted him like the magnet a piece of iron- 
now ho was uunble to move nnd :is helploss-os a child.

were passing on their wny to thefr hut a HI tie above 
tho "Creek of Hell" when they heard sobbing from

I wheeled around while I still had 


coutro! of uiy facilities and. perceiving a slight move- 
ment of the coiled up snake heap. I fired point blank 
at the head of the snake and let go the entire chamber 
of .soft-nose bullets. Instantly the men -woke up from 
their trance and they in their turn Bred, emptying 
their .44 Winchesters into the head of the snake. 
which by this time had raised its head to a height 
above our heads, loudly hissing in its agony. X>ur 
yeiliugs echoed through the deep forest As the snake 
was uncoiling: itself aud writhing with pain it made 
for the water front. 


By this time we were all relieved of the terrible 


suspense and danced around at a respectful distance 
from the struggling of the snake and the powerful 
lashes of Its tail, which would have killed its nlan 
with one blow. 


After half an hour the struggles of the snake seemed 


in subside, but we were yet hesitating to approach , 
it. although it seemed very quiet and had its head and 
a iKirtiou of its body submerged in the -water. We 
decided to stay here throughout the night and wait 
till the next day, as I was very anxious to skin the 
snake and take the trophy home to the States as a 
souvenir of a night's adventures in these remote 
forests. 


We went up in the bushes and lit a fire, suspending 


our hammocks to some tree trunks, and slept soundly 
not more than ton yards away from the dying snake. 


We all got up before sunrise at six o'clock, had our 


coffee in haste and ran down to see the snake. " It 
•was dead, its hw.d practically shot to pieces. 
"We 


set to work stretcn ing the huge body out on ths sand 
bar and by eight o'clock we had the entire snake .flat 
01; the ground ready to measure and skin. 


It was a most remarkable sight. Here was a snake 


stretched out on the ground and around it were six 
Indians and one New York man. bore in the woods as 
far away from civilization as It is possible to get 
without actual!;- going to Hades. 


A Boa Fifty-Eight Feet Long. 


I proceeded to take my measurements and used the 


span between uoy thumb and my little finger as a unit. 
knowing that this was exactly eight inches. Begin- 
ning at Ihe mouth of the snake I continued to the end 
of the tail and found that this measure was contained 
eighty-seven and a half times in the length of the 
body. This gives a total length of fifty-eight feet four 
inches. The cartridge belt that I carried around my 
waist would not encircle the body, but it required one 
span of my hand to complete the belt around the 
camiver. When stretched out this measured five feet 
eiglit and a half inches. 


These measurements arc the results of very careful 


work. 1 took this measure from the tail to the nose 
over ngalt!, so ns to eliminate any errors, whereupon I 
asked the men who 'were with me to take the meas- 
urements in their manner, only confirming the above 
mentioned figures. 


We proceeded to skin the snake, which was no easy 


task in (ho burning snii that was now baking out 
backs. Besides, grwit flocks of "urubns," or vultures, 
had smelted the car;-:iss and were circling above out 


waiting for their share of the spoils.

file. I had now n chance to inspect the object in 
question. On the soft muddy sandbar, half hidden by

saw the nock and head of n snake flnt on the ground 
with 'its beady eyes staring :it us as wo slowly ad- 
vanced and stopped. The snnke was rolled up, form- 
ing this enormous mass of round, scaly monstrosity 
largo enough to crush us all to death at once.

Futile Scheme to Become a King in the Congo Ended in Pursuit by the Belgian Patrol Who Forced Him to Cross an Inland Sea 


with a Fleet of Canoes in a Howling Tempest.

I£RA£D BIDGE'WAY, rubber trader and 
(adventurer, is one of the few men who can 
] say that they have crossed Lake Tangan- 


yika in a canoe. Tanganyika is a sheet of water 
rivalling Lake Superior in size. Some four hun- 
dred miles long, its general width is from forty 
to seventy miles. Ridgeway, who is well known 


' ' ' in Africa, is stilli in the rubber trade, with hi. 
""headquarters in Cape Town. Mr. Martin tells 


tKe 'following story as Gerard Bidgeway i~e- 
peated it to him in 1899, three years after the 
Crossing of the lake.

HEKE is a saying among the Kaffirs that he 
who schemes must reckon witii the women. 
'The rubber traders have paraphrased it, say- 
ing:— 


"He who schemes must reckon with the 


Belgians." 


Gerard Ridgeway forgot this when he plotted a 


monopoly of the Congo rubber industry. If he had 
stuck to the Colony or even to Bechuanaland he would 
have been all right, but neither of these districts is 
so rich in the crude product as is the Congo. 


-Ridgeway, at home, was spoken of in almost an 


awed whisper as a sheep whose black hairs outnum- 
bered the white. In Africa one does not speak of 
those things. 
So when Ridgeway. on an allowance 


of one hundred pounds, settled down at the Cape peo- 
ple took him for granted. 


When he went away with fifty black boys at his 


back every one took that for granted too, and Ridge- 
way tdbk.it for granted that he would return to build 
a palatial estate and keep polo ponies. 


Ridgeway's scheme was simple. In the Congo he 


w«uld.offer .more for, rubber than would the frugal 
Belgians: more eveu than other Englishmen, who 
might illicitly trade there. 
The natives, always 


greedy for wealth, would hold their rubber for him. 
He would be a rubber king. And so hij would have 
been but for the Belgians, and there would have 
been no story. 


Back Into the Interior he trekked to the German 


settlement of TTjiji. on the shore' of Lake Tanganyika. 
There he loaded his calico, brass wire, salt and other 
stock In trade on two dhows, in which lie journeyed 
to". Vmlnnji, on the Congo Free State side. Monop- 
olies are not established In a moment and Ridgeway 
sent the dhows back to Ujiji. telling the owners to 
return for him in four mont,hs. 


Fnshlng" Inland1 with his blacks he established 


headquarters In a village where lived Maliwa, a 
powerful native chief, who wasted no love on the 
Belgians. 


Business was good, for Ridgeway was an old 


friend of Maliw>i. who called his people from fur 
and near lo trade with the munlllcent Englishman. 
Pounds of rubber grew to iiimdredwelght and Jinn-

drodwelght swelled to tons. Ridgeway had it packed

supply many of them. There is something in the 
hustling almos-phere of these cities -that appears to 
develop the business side of the feminine mind, and 
an apprenticeship served in one of them prov«s in- 
valuable In New York. 


"Give nje a bright, young womnn from the Middle 


West States," says the merchandise man of the depart- 
ment store, "and I will quickly develop her Into a 
clever buyer." 


Itul the wonjnn buyer must be unmarried. It would 


never do for the department store having its own in- 
terests nt heart in giv«- this much coveted position to 
a married woman. For. if there he a husband In the 
background, how can She give her undivided attention 
to her business? And If she Is a widow with children, 
worse still, for children will always he first. It is the 
woman who is unhampered by home t.ies. with no 
:i(Te»lions or interests outside her business, whose, 
existence is wrapped up In her work, who is engaged 
«s woman buyer. There have been Instances where 
de|iartment stores have engaged brilliant women who 
hnve worked for the success of their departments and 
firm, bur. -who have "fallen down" at the first call 
from those connected with their private affairs. 


The woman buyer stands alone. She tingles with 


excitement, as she thinks of the great, future before 
her. Her ambitions arc boundless and she pictures 
herself rising In her chosen work until she is pointed 
out as one Who has not only- taken her plnce with 
business men hut has surpassed many of them. 
She 


aspires to be the self-made woman. 


When she arrives in New York her first place of 


residence may be a hotel-r-a smnll one, p-rh.-.ps second 
rate. She has never lived away from home, and the 
change leads her to more and more expensive abiding 
places. Tiie training she receives stands her in good 
stead, and she demonstrates that she is capable of 
handling merchandise, hut. having just arrived, she 
has much to learn. There is a vnst difference between 
Ihe styles of .the East and the West. Her personal 
appearance needs attention if she is to take ber place 
as an authority on fashions as well as a buyer.

They come from 
shock or concussion or strain incident to hard train- 
ing or racing.

Practical Talks by the April Grandmother. 


INGER nail gnawing should be. a 1 


penal offence," remarked the April 
Grandmother in the severe tone 


which she. very rarely adopts. "Only a 
term in States Prison can sufficiently 
punish such a crime against society, for 
the appearance- which nails so mistreated 
present is positively revolting. Yet many 
young girls who have contracted the prac- 
tice of nail biting in childhood _are not 
nearly so much to be blamed as aro the 
persons responsible for their upbringing. 
The habits of a lifetime — no matter how 
brief may have been, the span — are not 
easily broken, but the exercise of will 
power will certainly break one of the 
habit of biting at the nails. 
' "The fingertip of the gnawed nail usual- 
ly becomes thick and square," continued 
the April Grandmother, "but if rightly 
and regularly treated it may iu time be 
made to taper. While a girl is reading or 
studying she may comfortably wear upon 
»ach one of the maltreated fingers' Kttle 
caps made especially for the purpose nnd 
so shaped as to compress the flesh about 
the nail into a tapering form. These caps 
may also be worn under the gloves used 
to protect the hands when out of doors 
or to bleach and soften them in the night,
